TYPE OF LIGHTNING 
HELPS TO WARN 
OF TORNADOES 


STILLWATER, Okla., July 6 
{(AP)—An Oklahoma A&M Col- 
lege tornado expert said today 
he had classified lightning into 


five types with one type a 
harbinger of tornadoes 
Dr. Herbert L. Jones calls 


the five types: Inner-cloud dis- 
charges, flare burst, cloud-to- 
ground, inter-cloud and cloud- 
to-troposphere 

He said he is now convinced 
it is the inner-cloud discharge 
which foretells the possibility 
of a tornado. The inner-cloud 
discharge appears as a circula: 
patcn of luminescence, perhaps 
half a mile in diameter, on the 
side of the main thunderstorm 
nearest the observer, Jones 
said. It flashes on and off at 
one and a half to two second 
intervals. 

It builds up in an hour to 1‘. 
hours before formation of a 
' tornado, then appears to be the 
top of the twister funnel.

Shortage of Nurses May Force 
50 Rest Homes to Close Down 


Operators Notify State That Lack of 
Trained Personnel Makes It Impossible 
to Comply With Law. 


The severe shortage of trained 
nurses is making it impossible

The other type of nursing 
home defined under the new 
code is not affected by the re- 
quirement for nurses. This is 
the “domiciliary” home which 
provides personal care with a 
minimum of medical attention, 

“If our visiting nurse certi- 
fies that the care of patients at 
any home is in keeping with 
our medical requirements and 
is approved by the supervising 
physician, we will permit the 
nursing home to operate on a 
temporary basis until a regis- 
tered or practical nurse can be 
hired,” Dr. Hardwicke said.

“Some registered nurses have 
gone into the nursing home field 
but have shortly left it because 
standards in many instances 
have been low and they have 
felt they could not ethically re- 
main in that field,” Miss Blomes 
added. 

“Many nursing homes are in 
rural areas 

registered nurses pre- 
fer urban areas,” she added. 
“Then, too, the conception of 
the professional nursing home 
is very new to us.” 

Miss Blomes said the Mis- 
souri leaders in her profession 
believe that more and more 
graduates will be attracted to 
nursing homes, but it will be a 
gradual process accompanying 
the gradual improvement of 
nursing homes under the new 
and more stringent state laws.

RATIO FOR MILK 
HERE IS REVISED 


‘Nothing Alarming’ in 6 
Pct. Strontium-90 
Concentration — Néw 
Tests Planned.

WASHINGTON, July 6—The 
; first sample of milk collected 
from the St. Louls milkshed for 
radiation analysis contained 
about 6 per cent of the amount 
of radioactive strontium-90 con- 
sidered to be the maximum per- 
missible concentration, the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 
James G. Terrill, chief of the 
radiological health program of 
the United States Public Health 


Service, said there was “noth- 
ing alarming at all” about a 
6 per cent concentration of the 
radioactive isotope. 


The strontium-90 concentra- 
tion in the first sample from 
the St. Louis milkshed pre- 
viously had been reported to be 
1 per cent, but Terrill said this 
resulted from a different meth- 
od of computation. On a per- 
centage basis, the correct fig- 
ure was about 6 per cent, he 
added. 


He said that a year’s study 
would be needed before a def- 
inite conclusion can be reached 
on whether the amount of 
strontium-90 in: milk is harm- 
ful to human beings. The pub- 
lic health service has a pilot 
program under way to analyze 
milk samples from five milk- 
sheds across the country, in- 
cluding St. Louis, 

Terrill said the 6 per cent 
concentration in the first milk 
sample from the St. Louis milk 

was “on the same order” 
as the findings for the first 
samples from the other four 
areas—New York City, Cincin- 
nati, Salt Lake City and Sacra- 
mento, Calif. ° 


Eight counties in south cen- 
tral Missouri, part of the area 
from which St. Louls receives 
its milk, are serving as the 
initial sampling region. 

Sixty-six farms in the eight- 
county region will contribute 
milk from which a composite 
one-gallon sample will be made 
each month. The 66 farms have 
about 1300 dairy cows producing 
approximately 3200 gallons of 
milk a day.

Members today reported no 
sign of arly such drive by the 
Administration, beyond last 
Tuesday's statements by Secre- 
tary of Defense Charles E. Wil- 
son and Undersecretary of State 
Christian E. Herter. Wilson 
warned that any attempts to 
renegotiate the agreements 
would fail, and denunciation of 
the pacts would result in the 
wrecking of America’s overseas 
defense bases. 

There was speculation here 
that no top level Administration 
fight will be made to block 
House passage of the legislation. 

Explosive Girard Case. 

The idea, presumably, would 
be to give House members a 
chance to let off steam against 
the Administration an the polit- 
ically explosive case of William 
S. Girard, thus reducing the 
chances of an attack on the for-.- 
eign aid appropriation bill. 

Some members who voted for 
the bill when it was approved 


by the House Foreign Affairs | 


Committee, 18 to 8, said they 
did so only to keep the matter 
separate from the foreign aid 
bill. They feared the political 
heat generated by the Girard is- 
sue might cause the House to 
attach toe the foreign aid bill a 
provision barring foreign trials 
of service men. 


The President could not veto 
such an “amendment without 
vetoing foreign aid. To let it 
pass would produce chaos in 
the country’s military base 
agreements. 

The Administration's plan ap- 
parently is to let the campaign 
against foreign trials run its 
course in the House as a sepa- 
rate measure and to count on 
the Senate to block it. If this 
fails the bill is certain to draw 
a presidential veto. 

Form of Resolution. 


The legislation is in the form 
of a resolution sponsored by 
Representative Frank T. Bow 
(Rep.) of Ohio. It would direct 
President Eisenhower to rene- 
gotiate the status of forces 
agreements and treaties, trying 
to persuade Allied governments 
to give up all right to try Amer- 


ican troops for crimes commit- 
ted abroad. | 

Where the President failed to | 
win an agreement to end for- 
eign trials, he would be directed | 
to “denounce” the treaties. 

Meanwhile, the government 
fought a separate battle for the 
controversial agreements on the 
judicial front. 

In a brief filed with the Su- 
preme Court, the Justice De- 
partment opposed as appeal by 
Girard’s lawyers for a writ of 
habeas corpus freeing the young 
soldier from Army custody in 
Japan. The lawyers have ap- 
pealed against a district court 
ruling which rejected their re- 
quest for a habeas corpus writ. 
The Government answered their 


Government Contention. 


Girard is-better off in Army 
custody, even though no orders 
have been filed by the Army 
against him, than he would be 
if freed, the Government argued. 

“For if (Girard) were to leave 
the base he could at any time 
be taken into custody by Japa- 
nese authorities—the very cus- 
tody from which he seeks to re- 


quire the United States to pro- | 


tect him,” the brief said. 

The court will hear oral argu- 
ments Monday on the separate 
appeals filed by the Govern- 
ment and Girard against the 
district court ruling. District 
Judge Joseph C. McGarraghy 
ordered Girard tried by court- 
martial, declaring the Adminis- 
tration’s agreement to Japanese 
trial unconstitutional.

Plant Now, 
Still Time 


For Flowers 


To look across the fence and 
see your neighbor's garden all 
sprouted and growing beauti- 
fully even before you have 
turned a spadeful,of dirt in 
your own yard is a pretty dis- 
couraging thing. But it's. not 
time to run up the flag of sur- 
render. 

You have some advantages 
even yet. In the first place, that 
nice crop of weeds that has 
gotten started can be killed as 
you till your soil, and they 
won't be offering competition 
later to your seedling flowers. 
Next, you'd be surprised how 
rapidly seeds germinate and 
how seedlings make speedy 
starts in soil that is thorough- 
ly warm. 

But there are a few rules 
about selecting flowers for late 
planted gardens. It is necessary 
to avoid slow maturing kinds 
like asters, snapdragons, annual 
canterbury bells, hollyhocks, pe- 
tunias, salvia, scabiosa and ver- 
bena. If you are anxious to have 
them in the garden ,then pur- 
chase started plants 

Then, too, you must avoid 
types that thrive only in cool 
weather. It is definitely too late 
to plant sweet peas, African 
daisy, linaria, wallflower or 
stocks, and it is pretty chancy 
to rely on calendula, pinks or 
poppies. 

So what can you plant? 
There’s a long list. They are 
the heat-loving annuals that 
rapidly catch up with early 
planted rows of the same varie- 
ty. These include all kinds of 
zinnias, balsam (lady's slipper), 
celosia (both the crested cox-

Two features make Aztec a 
strong contender for nomina- 
tion as the most outstanding 
new rose for 1958, say the de- 
velopers. “First there is the 
color. It is a ‘flamer’ of solid 
scarlet-orange, the deepest, 
richest and most intense so far 
seen among hybrid teas. Sec- 
ondly, the plant produces an 
unusually large number of 
blooms, and they are unusually 
large blooms.” 

Starlet is a florib=nda with 
blooms of clear buttercup yel- 
low. Many perfectly formed lit- 
tle buds open to high-centered 
fully double blooms, about two 
and one-half inches across. 
Blooms appear in many-flow- 
ered clusters which follow, one

after the other, all through the 
blooming season. 

Clusters, or individual 
blooms, are especially good for 
cutting, growers report, adding 
that it has a fine plant with 
many garden uses. Low rounded 
and compact, it is especially 
good for small rose hedges or 
borders. 

For a long time, there has 
been a need for some good yel- 
low floribundas, say the rosar- 
ians. Starlet, with its intense 
clear color, fine flower form, 
and good plant habit, should 
fill a spot on the “most wanted” 
list and find a warm welcome 
in gardens everywhere.

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP)— 
The Federal Reserve Board re- 
ports the average home buyer 
last year had an annual income 
of $5640. ' 

In general, the purchaser 
paid around $12,000 for his 
house—or about $2000 more 
than in 1955. 

Four out of every five home 
buyers went into mortgage debt 
to finance their new dwelling, 
and by early 1957 their usual 
debt was $8500. 

The board said that through 
most of the post-World War II 
period the housing demand has 
been steady.

The St. Louis area has ex- 
perienced one of the finest 
seasons for grass production 
in recent years, reports County 
Agent Paul M. Bernard. New 
stands have gotten an excellent 
start, old ones have received 


new life. However, at the 
present time, lawn owners 
would do well to keep in mind 
that fine growth could be 
stopped if the following points 
in management are not care- 
fully observed. 

The mower should be adjust- 
ed upward now, with more 
time between mowings. As 
ground temperatures increase, 
this greater heighth will give 
more protection to the grass 
and keep it cooler. It will also 
prevent close clipping of spots 
with light growth. 

A good many lawns. that 
were severely infested with 
chick-weed, and on which 
chemical applications were 
used may now be rather bare. 
These spots could well have a 
seeding of Kentucky 31 fescue 
put on them. No other grass 
should be used, however. 


Crab-Grass Problem. 

Crab-grass infestations are 
still one of the big problems 
to many lawn owners. 

Spray or sprinkle a chemical 
on the new seedlings to get 
them under control. One of 
the best ways is to use potas- 
sium-cyanate mixed with water 
at prescribed rates in a sprin- 
kling can which is used for no 
other purpose than mixing 
weed control chemicals. Sprin- 
kle the seedings thoroughly at 
the ground level, repeat appli- 
cations through two or three 
weeks to get most of the new 
growth under contro] before it 
goes to seed. 

The sooner. broad-leafed 
weeds are killed, the better off 
Plantain and 
dandelions, if killed too late in 
the season, will leave bare 
patches that are slow to fill in. 
If you have many weeds, then 
an over-all treatment with 
2, 4D or 245T will do the job.

Grass Needs Feed 

Crabgrass control should start 
early—at the time when you 
have to get down on your hands 
and knees to see the 
seedlings. Applied twice at ten- 
day intervals, potassium cyanate 
will get rid of the crabgrass be- 
fore it starts to crowd out the 
summer dormant turf grasses.

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polyethylene or vinyl materials, 
some with other factors added, 
such as kordite, which gives 
the material a black color. 

Polyethylene and vinyl are 
coming more and more into 
use, both by professional and 
amateur gardeners, for many 
purposes. For instance, one of 
the perennial problems that 
florists and other greenhouse 
operators face is how to keep 
potting soil free of weeds and 
soft enough to use all year 
round without wasting valuable 
greenhouse space. The Univer- 
sity of Kentucky's Agricultural 
Experiment Station has solved 
this problem by storing its pot- 
ting soil outdoors under a pro- 
tective cover of film made of 
polyethylene. Dr. E. M. Em- 
mert, Professor of Horticul- 
ture, got the idea for storing 
soil under plastic as a result of 
his experimental work with 
polyethylene greenhouses and 
polyethylene plant mulches. 

Film made from polyethy- 
lene is ideal as a soil-storage 
cover because it has an ex- 
tremely low rate of moisture 
vapor transmission, it resists 
deterioration on direct contact 
with water, it is unaffected by 
soil acids and alkalies as wel! 
as agricultural chemicals, and 
it retains its strength and flex- 
ibility even at subfreezing tem- 
peratures. 


Prepares Soil in Fall. 

Dr. Emmert prepares potting 
soil for use in the experiment 
station greenhouses in the late 
fall. On a plot roughly five 
feet wide by 20 feet long he 
piles about a six-inch layer of 
rotting leaves and. with a rotary 
type tiller mixes in about three 
inches of soil. To this mixture 
he adds about a pound of am- 
monium nitrate fertilizer, mixes 
again and covers the pile with 
a large sheet of polyethylene 
film. All four edges of the 
film are securely weighted 
down with soil and bricks to 
prevent its being lifted up by 
a strong wind. Methyl bromide 
is then fed under the plastic to 
kill weeds. During the winter, 
whenever soil is needed in the 
greenhouses, a workman with 
a shovel and a wheelbarrow 
lifts a corner of the plastic 
cover and removes as much 
soil as is needed. Soil under 
the film remains well condi- 
tioned all year round. The 
polyethylene film cover pro- 
tects it from driving rains that 
compact uncovered ground, The 
film also prevents moisture 
from evaporating so that there 
is no caking during dry 
weather. The insulating effect 
of the film is also important. 
Heat from the sun builds up 
quickly under the film during 
the day but escapes slowly 
after sunset. 

Lessons for Amateurs. 

Now, you're not about to 
build a mound of potting soil 
before you leave on vacation, 
but the things Dr. Emmert and 
many a commercial grower 
have learned about polyethy- 
lene and vinyl film have been 
carried over into general trade 
channels for amateur garden- 
ers. A number of companies 
have supplied the market with 
plastic mulching material this 
year, So, before you leave on 
vacation, give the garden a good 
going over, spread plastic 
mulch and weight it well. When 
you get back, the plant you 
wanted to do well will be doing 
all right, the weeds will have 
been held in check.

COMPUTER TO 
USED HERE 


The Army’s first electronie 
computing machine, recording 
supply data on magnetic tape, 
will go into use here tomorrow 
in the Army Engineer Supply 
Control Office, 410 North 
Broadway. 

Catalogued in the St. Louis 
office are 30,100 Engineer sup- 
ply items, ranging from small 


hardware to large construction 
equipment. These supplies are 
stored in eight depots within 
the United States. Engineer of- 
ficers explained that when the 
new computer indicates that any 
stock is low, procurement can be 
initiated immediately. 
Improvements in the han- 
dling of supplies expected to 
result from use of the computer, 
officers said, will include up- 
to-date inventories, more rapid 
delivery, better estimates of fu- 
ture requirements and reduc- 
tion of some stocks. Supply in- 
formation is transmitted through 
the Army Command Network. 
Data received in the St. Louis 
office will be recorded on cards 
electronically and transferred 
to magnetic tape. The tape is 
fed into the computer, which 
shows whether the item in ques- 
tion is in stock and where. 
The information is released 
from the computer on a 
punched card, which becomes 
a shipping ticket that can be 
electrically transmitted to the 
depot from which the shipment 
is to be made.

EUPLOMMENT HEE 
UP OVER YEAR A 


St. Louis area employment at 


. the middle of last May was an 


estimated 2700 jobs above the 
comparable date in 1956, the 
Missouri Division of Employ- 
ment Security announced yes- 
terday in its June labor market 
survey. 

While employment in May 
declined by some 400 jobs from 
mid-March, the ranks of the 
jobless also declined in the 
same period but were still 10.3 
per cent above the unemployed 
for May 1956. 


The St. Louis labor market 
includes St. Louis, St. Louis 
county and St. Charles county 
in Missouri and Madison and 
St. Clair counties in Illinois. 

There were an estimated 813-, 
700 persons at work in mid- 
May as compared with 814,100 
in March this year and 811,000 
in May 1956. 


On the other hand unemploy- 
ment dropped from an esti- 
mated 38,700 workers, or 4.5 
per cent of the labor forces last 
March 15, the 36,400, or 4.3 per 
cent of the labor force, by 


facturing and continued rapid 
growth in aircraft helped to 
offset production declines in 
durable goods and the usual 
seasonal lag in shoes and ap- 
parel. 

Construction employment for 
the March ~- to « May period 
showed an estimated gain of 
2400 jobs but was below last 
year. A wet season and a con- 
tinuation of the decline in 
private residential building 
were held responsible. 

Employment gains from May 
15 to July 15 have been pre- 
dicted at about 3400, 
the strong upward trend in air- 
craft continues. While the mid- 
summer months will be slower, 
it is estimated that by Septem- 
ber, total srea employment 
gains should be about 4150, the 
agency said.

Miss Gibson Stars as U.S. Gains Three Wimbledon Titles 


Pairs Win, 
She Beats 
Miss Hard 


WIMBLEDON, England, July 
6 (UP)—Althea Gibson of New 
York led American tennis stars 
in a series of ‘historic “firsts” 
on Wimbledon’s center court to- 
day by winning the women’s 
‘singles championship and shar- 
ing the doubles crown before a 
sunbaked gallery of 17,000 in- 
cluding Queen Elizabeth. 

Miss Gibson, 29 years old, 
failed in her bid for a grand 
slam when she lost in mixed 
doubles, but Americans won or 
shared in all four champion- 
ships up for decision on the fi- 
nal day. 

Miss Gibson became the first 
Negro te win sc Wimbledon 
singles crown when she over- 
powered 21-year-old Darlene 
Hard of Montebello, Calif., 6-3, 
6-2, for the fourteenth straight 
American triumph in the wom- 
ens’ event. 

Upset in Men’s Doubles. 

Then veterans Gardnar Mul- 
loy of Denver, 42, and Budge 
patty of Los Angles and Paris, 
33, restored some of the United 
States’s shattered prestige in 
the men’s division by becoming 
the first unseeded team ever to 
win the doubles championship. 


(Bud) Smith, who later won 
the lightweight crown, and 
Joe Brown, the present 135- 
pound champion. Brown holds 
two decisions over Akins, too. 


Always known as a stiff 
puncher, Akins had difficulty 
in obtaining matches and had 
to gamble over his head with 
some foes, such as Johnny 
Saxton, whom he fought at 
Chicago in 1952.

Russian 


HENLEY-ON-THAMES, Eng- 
land, July 6 (UP)—Cornell’s 
smooth sweepswingers estab- 
lishéd themselves as the world’s 
greatest eight-oared crew today 
when they defeated Yale's 
Olympic champions to win the 
Grand Challenge Cup, glamor 
event of the Henley Royal Re- 
gatta. 

The United States won an- 
other event in this famed 118- 
year-old rowing classic when 
Princeton's 150-pound oarsmen 
defeated an English lightweight 
crew in a successful defense of 
the Thames challenge cup. It 
was Princeton's nineteenth 
straight triumph covering two 
undefeated seasons. 

Russian rowers, who caused 
a tsir in the 1956 Olympic Games 
at Melbourne, won two cham- 
pionships, but suffered a stag- 
gering upset defeat in the dia- 
mond sculls, the big individual 
event of the regatta. Stuart Mc- 
Kenzie of Australia reversed the 
outcome of last December's 
Olympic final when he edged 
Viacheslav lvanov of Russia by 
four feet. 


British home crews won the 
five other finals on the pro- 
gram, three of them minor 
events. 


All-American Final. 


Cornell] beat off a Yale threat 
to win by one-half length in the 
first All-American challenge 
cup final in Henley history. 
Cornell was timed in 6 minutes 
and 53 seconds for the one-mile, 
5§50-yard classic Henley distance 
over a straight course on the 
Thames river. 


The Big Red rowers from 
Ithaca, N.Y., thus avenged their 
defeat at the hands of Yale in 
the 1956 Olympic trials. Yale 
beat out Cornell for the right 
to represent the United States 
in the Olympics at Melbourne 
and subsequently won the Olym- 
pic eight-oared championship. 
Four members of that winning 
Olympic crew were in the Eli 
shell today 


The Challenge Cup final was 
the highlight of the regatta. 
Cornell gained a lead of a few 
feet after the first quarter-mile 
and then spent the next mile 
desperately protecting that ad- 
vantage against repeated Yale 
spurts. For the final 200 yards 
the crews battled with barely 
six feet separating them before 
Cornell spurted in the final 50 
yards to win. 

Better Stroke.

Supreme Court Asked to Decide Whether International 

-. Arrangements Governing Trials of U.S. Service- 
men Abroad Violate Individual Rights—Arguments 
Tomorrow Prepare for Historic Decision.

-§& hours of oral arguments in the Girard case which will determine whether 
executive agreements governing the trials of American servicemen on 


duty abroad are constitutional. 


The decision of the highest court will be historic. Immediately at issue 
is whether William S. Girard, 21 years old, of Ottawa, Ill., a specialist third 
elass in the United States Army, shall be tried by a Japanese court for the fatal 
wounding of a Japanese woman who was foraging for scrap metal on an Army 
range near Tokyo last January, or face an American court-martial. 


The State and Defense Departments, 
with the approval of President Eisen- 
hower, agreed to Girard’s trial by the 
Japanese courts. They did so because this 
country has a security treaty and im- 
plementing administrative agreements, 
similar to those negotiated with North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization countries, 
under which this country, after formal 
procedures, may waive its jurisdiction 
ever such offenses when Japan raises the 
point of its sovereignty over its own 
territory. Under international law such 
sovereignty has priority over the national 
rights of persons on the territory of the 
host country. | 

. 2 ? 

THE UNITED STATES WAIVER was 
challenged by two shrewd New York 
lawyers, Earl H. Carroll and Joseph S. 
Robinson, who volunteered their services 
free to Girard on the understanding that 
he would “not run out on them” by 
agreeing to trial by Japanese courts. The 
twe attorneys, who are interested in test- 
ing the constitutionality of executive 
agreements—which do not require ratifi- 
eation by the Senate—brought suit in 
the United States District Court for the 
District of Columbia for a writ of habeas 
corpus to free Girard from Army custody 
in which he was held preparatory to 
turning him over to Japanese authorities. 

Judge Joseph C. McGarraghy, a recent 
Republican appointee, ruled against a 
habeas corpus writ but did issue an in- 
junction to prohibit Girard’s military su- 
periors from turning him over to the 
Japanese courts. : 

In his decision, Judge McGarraghy as- 
serted that since Girard’s act “was com- 
mitted in performance of official duty” 
he was “accountable only to the United 
States jurisdiction for any act or omis- 
sion.” 


The Judge compared turning Girard 
ever to the Japanese courts with turning 
a federal employe over to a state court 
for prosecution for an act committed in 
his official capacity. He concluded the 
proposed action by the Defense Depart- 
ment was “illegal and in violation of the 
Constitution and laws of the United 
States.”

THE GOVERNMENT and _ Girard's 
lawyers both appealed the McGarraghy 
decision—the Government to vacate the 
injunction and the private lawyers to re- 
instate their petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus. Because of the importance of the 
issue and the need for an early decision, 
the Supreme Court took the case directly 
without consideration by the Court of 
Appeals. 

The Supreme Court's opinion will de- 
termine whether the status of forces

In the agreement with Japan, the 
two governments worked out the juris- 
diction of the two countries, with the 
United States to have “primary juris- 
diction” over offenses against the Amer- 
ican law but not against Japanese law, 
the Japanese to have “primary juris- 
diction” over offenses against. Japanese 
law but not American law, and with “con- 
current jurisdiction” over offenses against 
laws of both countries but with the

jurisdiction” the agreement provided that 
each government could waive its rights 
after negotiations by a joint commission 
and if these negotiations failed the issue 
could be taken up through diplomatic

BY THIS AGREEMENT, Japan gave up 
some of its sovereign rights and in 97 per 
cent of the cases brought before the joint 
commission it waived its “primary juris- 
diction” so offenses by American service- 
men could be handled by military au- 
thorities, In the Girard case, the negotia- 
tions by the joint commission started soon 
after he killed the woman on Jan. 30, 
and it was not until May 16 that the 
American negotiators, on orders from the 
Defense Department, waived the right to 
try him by court-martial. 


The Japanese peace treaty explicitly 
recognized full Japanese sovereignty 
“over Japan and its territorial waters,” 
and the Government, in its Supreme 
Court brief, said: 

“Under international law, Japan is 
sovereign within its own country. In the 
absence of expressed or implied agree- 
ment to the contrary, United States of- 
ficials within Japan would be obliged by 
Japanese and international law to make 
respondent (Girard) available to the Jap- 
anese authorities for trial there. Thus, 
if the international arrangements between 
the United States and Japan are invalid, 
respondent is plainly subject to the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of Japan and has no 
claim whatever in American courts. And 
if, as we assert, the security treaty and 
implementing arrangements are valid, they 
indisputably authorize the United States

More Than a Verbal Change 


The Supreme Court's criticism of the vague 
charter under which the House Un-American 
Activities Committee operates has borne fruit. 
Representative Clyde Doyle of California, say- 
ing he agrees with the criticism, has moved to 
make the charter more explicit and to change 
the name to “Committee on Subversive Ac 
tivities.” 

The House would be well advised to adopt 
some such revision. As Chief Justice: Warren 
said in the court’s majority opinion in the 
Watkins case, “Who can define the meaning of 
un-American?” ‘The committee’s charter au- 
thorized it ‘to investigate propaganda that “at- 
tacks the principle of the form of government 
as guaranteed by our Constitution,” but Chief 
Justice Warren asked: “What is the single, 
solitary ‘principle of the form of government as 
guaranteed by our Constitution’?” 

Neither question can be readily answered, as 
Congressman Doyle acknowledged. “Un-Amer- 
ican” means pretty much what the speaker wants 
it to mean, and our form.of government rests 
on more than a single “principle.” As a matter 
of fact, these terms have been relied on precisely 
because they were soWague. An investigator of 
things’ “un-American” has virtually unlimited 
scope, and that is what investigators like. Look- 
ing for “subversive” activities may not be nearly 
so rewarding, nor earn nearly so much publicity, 
because the investigators will have to be specific 
about the objects of their inquiry and definite 
about their legislative purpose.

As a result, Gruenther 
has slashed the annual budget 
by $2,600,000, dropping 359 peo- 
ple from the payroll and cut- 
ting travel expenses. 

In his new job for six months 
following two years as supreme 
commander of NATO forces in 
Europe, Gruenther is discover- 
ing what a tough assignmeént it 
is when disasters follow one 
upon the other. He is deter-

ANTON WEBERN 


Classical Records | 


THE COMPLETE WORKS of Anton Webern, the Aus- 
trian composer who was accidentally killed during the occupa- 
tion of his country shortly after World War II was concluded, 
are now available in one volume of four records. (Columbia 
Masterworks.) The recordings were made in Hollywood under 
the direction of Robert Kraft and with the assistance of a mis- 
cellaneous group of California musicians. 


Webern's compositions lie so far outside the main stream of 
Western music that a knowledge of his predecessors or even 
his contemporaries does not provide a means of getting close 
to him at first hearing. At about the middle point of his 
career Webern started using the 12-tone system of Schoenberg 
(he is generally considered a Schoenberg disciple) but he set 
up a complete 12-note tone row in only a few instances. In 
others he broke up the row into several parts using each 
serially. So his style is highly personal and is characterized 
by a consistently transparent contrapuntal texture, frequently 
wide and angular melodic skips, and unusually delicate, subtle 
and fascinating sound effects. His music is never massive and 
such harmonies as occur have the function and force of accents. 


ANALYSIS of his music is not helpful in enabling one to 
grasp it. All that can be suggested to interested laymen is 
repeated hearings. The interesting sonorities will be discerni- 
ble immediately and shortly thereafter an emotional content 
of a lyrical nature—particularly in the vocal music—will be- 
come evident. And in the long run the listener will begin to 
feel the unifying force of the design even though a conscious 
grasp of the formulae being used is too difficult to bother 
with. 


Most of Webern’s works are small scaled instrumental en- 
sembles and pieces for voice or voices with instrumental 
accompaniment. The two cantatas involving chorus and or- 
chestra are fairly big. Making the recordings was evidently 
a labor of love for Mr. Kraft and his associates and one that 
was conscientiously executed. 


HEARING A PROGRAM of Bach's music played on the 
guitar is certainly a novel experience but it is no more than 
that, as one can learn from listening to a new recording by 
the British guitarist Julian Bream. This is not to say that 
Bream is not a master of his instrument; he is indeed and he 
shows an extraordinary deftness in bringing out and preserv- 
ing the independence of the interweaving voices in contra- 
puntal passages. But the big Chaconne from the D Minor 
violin partita loses its majesty in the guitar transcription. 
The smaller pieces also sound better on keyboard or bowed 
instruments from which they are derived. As there is a litera- 
ture for the guitar, Bream’s Bach recital must be regarded as 
a tour de force. (Westminster, One 12-inch LP.) 


CLARA HASKILL’S PERFORMANCES of Schu- 
mann’s “Waldscenen” and “Kinderscenen”— piano sketches 
with an unfailing tenderness of mood—disclose an ideal deli- 
cacy of treatment. Weight, shading, punctuation and accent 


are perfectly controlled and the performer’s grasp of the | 
music's essential characteristics is never in doubt. The repro- |

LISA DELLA CASA, the operatic soprano, proves that 
she is a knowledgable and discerning interpreter of German 
lieder in a recording of songs by Schubert, Brahms, Hugo Wolf 
and Richard Strauss. The general spirit of each work is 
communicated with confidence; and each has a satisfying archi- 
tectural design. The timbre of her voice is well suited to the 
kind of sentiment expressed in such famous works as “Gret- 
chen am Spinnrade” and “Du Bist die Ruh.” Her voice 
sometimes thins out at the top and the consequent feeling of 
strain detracts from the effectiveness of certain performances.

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Nearer to Us Than Ever

THE TWENTIETH CENTURY can hardly be regarded 
as the supreme age of achievement in Western music but in 
one respect, at least, the present day music lover has a great 
advantage over his predecessors. The range of his possible 
experience has been extended both in space and in time and 
to an unprecedented degree, The nearness of great musical 
centers to one another, a natural consequence of modern com- 
munication, makes any new development accessible to a world 
community almost immediately. 

The increasing knowledge of the past has also been pro- 
moted to some extent by modern technology. The activities of 
recording companies have gone far beyond the limits set by 
standard concert repertories with the result that an interested 
layman can hear anything from a conjectural ancient Greek 
melody to a demonstration of Harry Partch’s 43-tone scale. 
Aside from this the accumulation of scholarly knowledge about 
antecedent periods has gone steadily forward and the number 
of societies and groups who devote themselves to the per- 
formance of old music has grown larger over the past 25 yea.= 

So anyone who is interested can view the whole of Western 

music in a perspective that was never before possible. To b- 
interested, in the sense here implied, means something more 
than a casual willingness to be exposed. An investment of time 
and attention is assumed. Expert knowledge however is not 
essential. In fact, the recovery of hitherto inaccessible music 
will mean little for the general culture if such music can be 
appreciated only by a limited group of scholars, 
AT THIS POINT it should be admitted that even the 
most addicted music lover and one with the experience of sus- 
tained contact will not find all the old music interesting 
enough to cultivate. Even a few trained musicians believe 
that most. of the music composed before the seventeenth cen- 
tury can mean very little to those who have no scholastic 
qualifications. The premise of such an opinion is that the 
compositions of these periods were too confined by the con- 
ventions, knowledge and facilities of their times, and the pre- 
vailing ideas of what music should communicate. 

In my opinion no amount of interest in the remote past 
should blind us to the fact that Sebastian Bach was greater 
in range, depth and variety than any of his known predecessors. 
Yet it can be demonstrated that the music of some of the 
earlier polyphonic composers is genuinely moving for listeners 
whose attitudes are unconditioned by special knowledge. It 
has been so demonstrated, in fact, at public performances. 

Assuming that the general public would accept and enjoy 
selected examples of “antique” music, the style of their per- 
formance becomes important. To recreate the exact conditions 
of a particular period is impossible; but such a handicap does 
not justify a neglect of such aids to style as are available 
through a study of contemporary documents, a close exami- 
nation of the music itself, and a regard for the acoustic 
pecularities of the original instruments. The reason for such 
care is not historical accuracy but the one that should guide 
any performance; an optimum realization of artistic values. 
PERFORMANCE of old music—even music no older 
than that of the Baroque period—should have the benefit of 

scholarship to a.degree that music of our own day does not 
require. Scholars then should have a place in music that would 
take them outside their studies even if one assumes—unjustifi- 
ably—that scholarship is normally an end in itself. 

Aside from all other considerations, the possibility of a far- 
reaching recovery of the musical past that now exists may have 
an effect on liberal and historical studies. There never was a 
good reason for excluding music from the list of major dis- 
ciplines. Now there is less reason than ever for not placing 
it alongside philosophy, mathematics, history and literature 
in our schools and colleges.

WHITE light with a black 
A numeral indicates a. one- 
man car. A black numeral 
with a red light indicates a two- 
man supervisory car, and white 
letters with a green light indi- 
cate a two-man precinct car. 
In addition to the one-man 
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list of arrests which can be 
credited to the one-man car 
system. 

Patrolman Raymond Boehsx 
heard a radio broadtast of a 
market holdup near the east 
boundary of the sixth district. 
A description of the car and 
driver was given. Twenty min- 
utes later Boehn spotted the car 
near the west boundary of the 
city, miles from the scene of the 
holdup, and made the arrest. 

When a woman thwarted the 
attempts of a youth to snatch 
her purse in the seventh dis- 
trict, a description of the youth 
was immediately broadcast. Pa- 
trolman James Long, patrolling 
the district, arrested the youth 
on the basis of the description. 
It developed there were 13 pre- 
vious offenses against him, but 
he had evaded arrest by foot 
patrolmen every time.

Patrolman Robert Brown, the 
driver of Boston Three. 

Patrolman Brown, a man of 
medium size, with a _ small 
blonde mustache and the air of 
calm capability which TV ac- 
tors playing cops try to emu- 
late, has been on the force for 
17 years. He walked a beat for 
10 years, then rode in a two- 
man car. He has been driving 
a one-man car since December.

E got into a 1955 Ford, and 
W toina ourself facing a 12- 

gauge shotgun, mounted 
upright between the seat and 
the instrument panel. The 
metal gun-mount had e@ cross 
bar that locked in place. It’s 
left unlocked when he’s in the 
car, Brown explained, locked 
whenever he leaves it. There 
was a lever on the left side of 
the mount. When hit with 
Brown's left hand, the gun 
would fall into his right hand. 

We drove away from the 
police station, and Brown 
picked up his microphone, said, 
“Boston Three calling; in 
service” and we were on our 
way. 

It's a sad fact, long known 
and accepted by both police and 
newspaper men, that any day 
on which a reporter arranges 
to drive with an ambulance 
driver, a patrol car, or the black 
maria, that’s the day nothing 
whatever happens. 

This day was no exception to 
the rule, but there was still 
enough activity to get an idea 
of how the one-man patrol 
operates. Brown's patrol, he ex- 
plained, covers an area that 
used to be five walking 
beats. According to instructions, 
Brown doesn't follow a pattern. 
He varies his route continually 
as he drives around, so that no 
one can time his movements. 

Brown can go from one to 
the other end of his beat in be- 
tween two to three minutes. 

“Everyone on the beat will 
see me every five minutes or 
so,” he said, “and there's no 
telling how many crimes are 
prevented by a policeman just 
being around.”

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WEEKEND IN THE OZARKS 


Missouri's First Iron Smelter, State Parks, Boys Town, an 
Art Exhibit and a Fish Hatchery Are on 300-Mile Tour 


| The oldest iron smelter in Missouri is at Meramec 
e Springs, seven miles southeast of St. James and 
just off the highway. Smelter was in operation for 47 
years until discovery of cheaper ore in Minnesota 
and a depression closed the works in 1873. 


Inside the well-preserved grist mill at Morttauk State Park, an 

e exhibition of charcoal sketches and paintings on Ozark sub- 

jects by Broadfoot is on display. The park has camping facilities, 
picnic areas, cabins, a dining lodge and features trout fishing.

ITH CUBA, MISSOURI, as a point of departure, a 
loop tour to the south of about 100 miles affords 
a pleasant trip through the near side of the Ozarks 
—now lush and green from long spring rains—and an 
opportunity for leisurely exploration of state parks, camp- 
ing grounds and historical sites. Cuba is 85 miles from 
St. Louis on Highway 66. 
First stop on the tour is Meramec Springs, which is 
reached by driving south from Cuba on Missouri Highway 
19 and then west on Route 8. There, in the gently rolling 
countryside, is the site of the first iron smelter in the state. 
The pyramid structure of cut stone, which once used ore 
and fuel from the surrounding area, dates back to 1826. 
A view from the picnic area at Meramec The next leg of the trip leads through St. James and 
Springs shows the stream pouring onward to the nearby Boys Town of Missouri, then on to Rolla and 
the Meramec River about a mile away. The spring south to Montauk State Park via Highways 72, 32 and 119. 
has a maximum flow of 271,000,000 gallons daily. At the park's historic grist mill, Ozark Artist Lennis L. 
Broadfoot is displaying an exhibition of sketches and paint- 
ings inspired by the area and its residents. 
Returning by way of Indian Trail State Park near 
Sligo, the tourist may see the state fish hatchery, which is 
producing bass, bluegill and catfish for Missouri's water- 
ways. The round trip from St. Louis is less than 300 miles, 
an easy tour for a weekend. Camping sites, picnic areas 
and lodging are plentiful.

St. Louis University One of Pioneers In 
Study of “Exotic High-Energy Boranes 


His eyes shielded from the intense light, Dr. Bernard Rice, an 
associate chemistry professor, introduces a boron compound into 
another instrument.

ARMS, WILDLIFE REFUGE, country roads, rural mail- 
boxes in New York City? It does sound incredible, but 
it is true. These ruralities are on Staten Island, one of 

the five boroughs comprising New York City. The four 
other boroughs—Manhattan, Brooklyn, Queens and The 
Bronx—are well known for their intense concentration of 
people and buildings. 

Even for most New Yorkers, Staten Island is a strange 
and unfamiliar place. Many of them know it only as the 
terminus of a famous ferry ride. The island is five miles 
south of Manhattan in New York Harbor, and the only 
direct connection between the two boroughs is by ferry.

t is isolation by water that has kept Staten Island 
from growing with the rapidity of its sister boroughs, but 
it is also the reason why the island has been able to re- 
tain a considerable degree of rural charm, of green grass 
and trees and an unhurried pace. 

Of New York City’s more than 8,000,000 population, 
Staten Island accounts for only 220,000. About half of the 
borough's 57 - e-mile area is still vacant. 

All this is ly to change in the next few years when 
the long - discussed Narrows Bridge is built. This 12-lane, 
7200 - foot-long suspension bridge will span the narrow 
part of New York Bay, joining Staten Island with Brooklyn

‘Miracle of 


Manorville

MANORVILLE, N.Y. 
Two months ago, at the exact spot where the 
boy at left is kneeling, there was a well 21 
feet deep. At its bottom and thought dead 
was the boy himself, 7-year-old Benjamin 
Kent (Benny) Hooper, Jr. 

The well was filled in soon after Benny's 
rescue — the “miracle of Manorville” — 
touched the entire nation. “But it wasn't a 
miracle for the reasons people think,” says 
Joe Governale, 32, a contractor who helped 
supervise the rescue. “We weren't too sur- 
prised he could stay alive so long, since an 
oxygen tube had been lowered; if the oxygen 
was reaching him, we knew he had a chance.” 

Here’s what still amazes the men of Man- 
orville, who know this sandy soil as they know 
the hands that have dug into it most of their 
lives: Why didn’t the sand pour down the 
well onto Benny the same way you see it run- 
ning through his fingers in the photo? That, 
they say here, was “the real miracle.” 

“The well was only 10 inches across,” 
Governale points out. “Its walls were sand 
that’s just like sugar. Imagine a hole 10 
inches across and 21 feet deep in a pile of 
sugar. Just blow and the sugar would pour 
into the hole, filling it.

You're living in medicine's

OOK AT THE photo above. It is a symbol of the 
new “golden era of medicine.” Surrounding the 
patient are dozens of life-saving drugs, diagnos- 


tic and treatment devices which today are wiping out - 


diseases once labeled “killer.” 

Maybe you knew that. But did you know that this 
miracle of medical progress has come largely within 
the last 10 years? Consider these facts: 
© More than 1,240,000 Americans are alive today 
because of new treatments developed in the past dec- 
ade. In any previous period, they would have died. 

e Life expectancy (from birth) has increased in just 
over a decade from 65 to 70 years. 

© Doctors have twice as many medications to choose 
from as they had 10 years ago. Three out of four 
prescriptions written today are for drugs unknown be- 
fore World War Il. 

@ More has been achieved in this decade —espe- 
cially in the war against infectious diseases—than in 
the previous 50 years combined. : 

What do these facts mean to you and your family? 
First, tremendous inroads against infectious disease. 

Pneumonia, the scourge of the 1930s and early 


‘40s, no longer is a major killer. Tuberculosis is on the 
run; TB death rates have declined sharply (although ' 


new cases still occur at a comparatively high rate). 


There is a good chance that polio will be wiped out in 
the mext few years. Deaths from acute rheumatic 
fever, kidmey disorders, inflmenza and venereal 
eases have been reduced sharply. 

Then there are the incalculable benefits to the sick. 
Hospital stays have been shortened. Visits to doctors 


mental processes of life are bringing researchers 
steadily closer to the unsolved mysteries of still other 
ailments. Today, experts predict even longer life ex- 
pectancy, even more sweeping victories over illness. 
Significantly, medicine and the general public have 
shared in this decade of miracles. For only in the past 
10 years has the public entered into a partnership 
with medical researchers via voluntary health agen- 
cies and public and private research institutions. 
Today, armies of volunteers — men and women in 
every corner of the U. S. — have made it their busi- 
ness to learn about disease. Through such organiza- 
tions as the American Cancer Society, the American 
Heart Association, the Polio Foundation, these armies 
are collecting money to fight disease. Local and na- 


tional private and government agencies have added: 


their funds and personnel along with pharmaceutical 
companies and private foundations. All have sup 
ported medical research, the key to medical progress. 
As a result of this partnership — unique in world 
history —— discoveries, new ideas, new words have 
been coming at a dizzying pace. Do you have trouble 
keeping up with them? So do doctors themselves. 


Tranquilizers, steroids, broad-spectrum antibiotics, 


radioactive materials — the list goes on and on. New 
additions are made almost every few months. But these 
great “finds” are more than just labels when you rc 
sick. They can mean the difference between pain and 
comfort, between living and dying. 

Take a typical case: a 42-year-old business execu 


“tive who suffers a heart attack. Without new, life 
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tion, there are liquids for intravenous feeding, mobile 
equipment to help patient breathe and fo diagnose 
heart and blood-pressure ills. And perhaps most im- 
portont is the skilled personne! to use the tools. 


giving drugs, this man would die. But he takes one 
medication to prevent dangerous blood-clotting. A 
second drug prevents fluid accumulations in his body 
which could make him bedridden. Soon he is able to 
work a full, five-day week again. : 

Or consider the 50-year-old woman who has been 
bedridden 15 years with agonizing arthritis. She is 
given one of the new steroid drugs, prednisone. Within 
a few days she is up and around. The pain is gone. So 
overwhelmed is this patient that she leaps out of bed, 
embraces her doctor and kisses him. 

A 10-year-old boy, hospitalized with pneumonia, 
might have died had he contracted the disease more 
than a decade ago. But today he is given one of the 
new “broad-spectrum” antibiotics. In two weeks he is 
fully recovered. A few days later he is back with his 
friends — playing baseball. 

A 27-year-old housewife, under great emotional 
stress, is put on a tranquilizer drug by her physician. 
Within a few weeks she returns to her old self — and 
once again becomes an efficient mother and wife. The 
therapy, plus regular counseling from her doctor, has 
opened the way to a new, happy life for her. 

A 32-year-old attorney, suffering the agony of a 
chest infection, is cured and back on his job after just 
one dose of a so-called “wonder drug.” 

Such case histories number in the hundreds of 
thousands, even millions. Many are dramatic: A life 


has been saved; a family has been held together. Others 
are less dramatic: Pain has been relieved; an infection 
has been stopped cold; a patient is kept free of harm- 
ful germs before or after surgery; a man has been 
taught to use an artificial limb. 

The cases go on — usually without fanfare — 
this amazing era of medical accomplishment. faa 
them there emerges a pattern. Here, in capsule form, 
are. milestones of medicine’s great decade: 

DRUGS: This has been the age of antibiotics (drug- 
killers produced largely from natural substances by 
fermentation ). It started with penicillin, which came 
into wide use in thé U. S. in 1947. Overnight, many 
bacterial and “strep” diseases were conquered. 

Penicillin shortly was followed by the broad- 
spectrum antibiotics—Terramycin, Aureomycin, 
Chloromycetin, Comycin, tetracycline and others. 
Whereas penicillin is effective against 25 or so major 
infectious diseases, the broad-spectrums can knock out 
100 or more. 

The steroids — chemicals that stimulate body 
glands to produce needed hormones — came next. 
ACTH, cortisone, hydrocortisone, prednisone and 
their “relatives” have been used against countless ill- 
nesses both as pain relievers and as body “regulators.” 
As one doctor puts it: “The steroids rarely cure any- 
thing, although there are a few ailments in which they 


spell the difference between life and death. Mainly, 


they seem to put a lid on certain disease processes, 
slowing them down in the hope that somehow the 
body can readjust to normal function.” 

Then there is isomazid, a drug often used in com- 
bination with an antibiotic to treat tuberculosis. So 
successful has been the treatment that some TB hos- 
pitals in the U. S. are closing down while others are 
taking patients with a variety of other disorders. 

Add to the drug list the anticonvulsants — Dilan- 
tin and others. These have resulted in control of 
epileptic seizures in 80 per cent or more of all cases. 
To a typical case, an 8-year-old boy who suffered 
grand mal seizures (falling to the floor and writhing 
in apparent agony), they have meant complete free- 
dom from seizures for more than 18 months. In all, 
thousands of sufferers have received similar benefits 
from new drugs in this field. 


Help for Diabetics 


Just last month a new pill for diabetics (described 
in PARADE February10) was released for prescription 
use, The drug will mean an end to insulin injections 
for some diabetics. Other “oral insulins” are on the 
way. Perhaps even more important is the fact that the 
new drugs will serve as research tools to spur scien- 
tists to find the cause of diabetes. 

Also new are the tranquilizers, Miltown, Atarax 
and others, the most talked-of new drugs since the 
antibiotics. Millions of people — in and out of mental 
institutions — have taken them. Indeed, many doc- 
tors feel that already the use of tranquilizers has been 
dangerously overdone. This also was said authorita- 
tively of the antibiotics. 


However, controversy aside, thousands of people 


have been helped by tranquilizers, given under close 
medical supervision. Again, in the long run, their real 
value may be as research tools to probe the underlying 


causes of certain mental disorders. 


The success of tranquilizers underscores a vital 
fact: Today, for the first time, there is important 


‘evidence that body chemicals may yield the solution 


to certain mental sicknesses. 


VACCINES: One of the great research stories of this 
or any other century has been the development of the 
Salk anti-poliomyelitis vaccine. It represents a real 
breakthrough against the disease. The vaccine itself 
is an outgrowth of another great basic discovery made 
just a few years ago — a method for “growing” viruses 
under controlled laboratory conditions. Coming: im- 
proved Salk vaccine (now 70 to 90 per cent effective 
in, protecting against paralytic polio) and perhaps a 
“live virus” vaccine which might be even more effec- 
tive. 

Further medical history has been written in these 
years by the discovery of the APC viruses. Identified 
about four years ago by Army and National Institutes 
of Health scientists, APC viruses cause symptoms sim- 
ilar to those of the common cold. Today, an experi- 
mental vaccine against APC is being tested. It probably. 
will be marketed in the near future. 

Also on the way are a measles vaccine which could 


decrease the incidence of a deadly measles complica-— 


tion, encephalitis; and a vaccine against mumps. 

“PURE” DISCOVERIES: Often these have saved lives 
by their direct application; often they have set in 
motion research which can lead to the saving of lives. 
Today, such discoveries hold out hope of unlocking 
the secrets of life itself. 

In 1948, Vitamin B-12 was discovered. It gave doc- 
tors their first effective, specific treatment for perni- 
cious anemia, a serious blood disorder. Shortly there- 
after, the mystery of retrolental fibroplasia, a disease of

premature infants, was solved; as a result, thousands 


of “preemies” have been saved from death and possible — 


blindness. 

More recently, researchers have opened the way to 
a full understanding of body chemicals which seem to 
trigger high blood ‘pressure. The potential: a way to 
prevent the disease, or at least to decrease its “sock” 
after it takes hold. 

Just a few weeks ago a Philadelphia scientist said 
she had isolated the cause of multiple sclerosis. If her 
initial findings are borne out, the answer will have 
been found to a crippling. disease that affects more 
than 300,000 Americans.

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The ‘hottest’ hope for the future 
is finding the key to mental ills 


Within the past two years researchers 
have found a component of blood which 
may hold the secret of schizophrenia 
(“split personality” ), mankind's most seri- 
ous mental disorder. When injected into 
normal test subjects, this blood factor pro- 
duces schizophrenic-type behavior. The 
hope now is to find something to neutral- 
ize the blood factor or to protect against it 
——thus either arresting the disease or re- 
versing its course. 

Other researchers have turned up chem- 
icals which, when injected into people, 
actually can cause emotional disorders. 
Here, for the first time, is a chance to 
observe and study certain mental illnesses 
under controlled, laboratory conditions. 

Further research steps have been taken 
- with substances that are so new and mys- 
terious that doctors themselves are not yet 
sure of what they have turned up 

One is serotonin, a body chemical found 
in blood, the brain, thé spleen and in 
stomach tissues. It may be intimately tied 
up with high blood pressure, mental 
trouble and even allergy. 

A second is properidin. This is a blood 
chemical which somehow provides im- 
munity against disease. It may hold the 
key to immunity — or lack of it — to 
many types of infections. 

A third is aldosterone, another body 
chemical which influences the delicate 
salt-water balance in the body. It may shed 


considerable light on many disorders in 
which dangerous amounts of fluid accu- 
mulate in body tissues. 

In a Jition, new animal experiments 
suggest that someday “sick” bone marrow 
may be replaced by transplanting healthy 
bone marrow. Since bone marrow is the 
key to production of blood in the body, 
this may mean eventual victory over cer- 
tain types of anemia and leukemia. 

RADIOACTIVE MATERIALS: Used on a 
few patients before World War II, these 
have become comparatively commonplace 
in the past decade. Radioisotopes, tracers 
and radioactive “beam treatment” have 


prolonged many lives — and will help_ 


even more persons in the years ahead. 

In some thyroid diseases, for example, 
radioiodine now is in wide use. In one 
blood disorder involving overproduction 
of red cells, radioactive phosphorus acts 
to cut down the cell production and thus 
prolongs life. Radioactive cobalt is being 
used more and more widely against cancer 
in many parts of the body; doctors say it 
can extend life three years or more. 

In addition, radioactive substances are 
used in diagnosis. Today, the diagnosti- 
cian can inject such a substance and actu- 
ally “watch” the body organ at work. 
Similarly, radioactive materials can be 
employed to trace the effect of medication 
given the patient. Such uses were virtually 
unknown 10 years ago. 


NEW IDEAS IN CARE: The past decade 
has produced a revolution in concepts of 
patient care. Today, more and more you 
hear terms like “total patient care,” “home 
care,” “rehabilitation,” “social medicine.” 
All reflect one fact: Increasingly, doctors 
and their co-workers are recognizing the 
human factor in illness. “Total patient 
care” is another way of saying that the 
sick person needs care for his mind and 
body —- to make him “totally well.” 

Summing up, this has been a decade of 
near-victory over many diseases. Life ex- 
pectancy has been increased sharply. Un- 
told pain and suffering have been allevi- 
ated. The fear of contagious disease, 
which swept whole towns and even states 
20 years ago, has become largely a thing 
of the past. 


Three Big Challenges 

However, great problems lie ahead. Al- 
most 900,000 Americans still die each 
year of two chronic illnesses, heart disease 
and cancer. Along with tmhental disease 
(estimated to affect 15,000,000 persons ), 
these comprise the major challenge to 
medicine today. 

Is there hope for these ills? Definitely. 
Says one researcher at the New York Uni- 
versity-Bellevue Medical Center: “Prog- 


_ ress is being made in all three categories. 


Perhaps the hottest thing today is the 
chemical studies in mental illness. This 


excites more interest than anything has . 


in years.” 

Adds another researcher: “Right now, 
we can say a million and a quarter lives 
were saved in the past 10 years. In the 
next 10 years, the number may well be 
doubled — or even tripled.” a

producer. First at Warner Brothers, later at 
20th Century-Fox, he turned out such eye- 
brow-raisers and/or trend-setters as Little 
Caesar, Public Enemy, Office Wife, The 
Grapes of Wrath, Wilson, Pinky and Gen- 
tleman’s Agreement. In the process he 
helped discover and develop a long list of 
stars, from Bette Davis to Marilyn Monroe. 

Last year Zariuck decided that three dec- 
ades on studio payrolls, producing an an- 
nual 18 to 50 pictures, were enough. Aban- 
doning his $5,000-a-week salary check, he 
formed his own company and became an 
independent producer. What he did not 
abandon was his gift for stirring up a 
commotion. 

“You know how some people are accident 
prone?” says a close observer of the Holly- 
wood landscape. “Well, Darryl has a knack 
of taking a production and overnight it be- 
comes a Federal case. There’s a compulsion 
in his makeup, a kind of creative courage 
that drives him into dangerous roads other 
men won't set foot on. 

Two “Dangerous” Films 

“Look at his first two independent pic- 
tures — Island in the Sun and The Sun 
Also Rises. Only one producer in the world 
would start off with stories like those. 
Darryl Zanuck.” 

Recently I asked Zanuck whether he had 
deliberately chosen these properties for 
their shock value. His answer was Vehe- 
ment. 

“I've been in this business a long time,” 
he said, “and I've never gone out to look 
for a controversial or ‘message’ picture. My 
criterion has always been, Do I like the 
story? 

“Take Island in the Sun. When I read 
Alec Waugh’s book, I felt it would make a 
fine picture. So I bought it. 

“There is no love story in the picture be- 
tween Harry Belafonte and Joan Fontaine. 
There is a relationship that has an intel-

lectual basis. He is a union leader. She 
realizes nothing can come of their relation- 
ship. It’s an exercise in futility. 

“Island in the Sun is a story written, pho- 
tographed, acted and produced in the Brit- 
ish West Indies. It has nothing to do with 
problems in our South today. Nothing. 

“I believe we have handled it with dig- 
nity and good taste.” 

Zanuck has équal convictions on The Sun 
Also Rises. Published in 1926, this Hem- 
ingway novel was bought for films years 
ago at $20,000, then allowed to lie idle 
because no one could overcome its censor- 
able aspects. “Now,” I said to Zanuck, 
“you've paid $200,000 for it and you've 
still got the story of a newspaperman (Ty- 
rone Power) and a woman (Ava Gardner ) 
who can’t consummate a marriage.” 

Zanuck lit one of his 20 daily cigars. 
“Wait a minute,” he said calmly. “This is a 


very great love story. Of everything Ernest 


Hemingway has written, this is his biggest 
money-maker. 

“The censorship problems we faced had 
nothing to do with the newspaperman. The 
problem was the conduct of Lady Brett 
Ashley [the Ava Gardner role}. This girl 
was very much in love with a man who was 
wounded in the war. She tried everything 
in the world to forget him; he tried to forget 
her, too. They both failed. 

“In The Sun Also Rises, Hemingway 
found an unconventional barrier to the con- 
summation of love and marriage. I'm sure 
people are not going to find it shocking.” 


If past performance is any indication, 


Zanuck knows what he is talking about. 


Born in Wahoo, Neb., 54 years ago, he 
came to Hollywood after World War I. In 
1924, when he was only 22, he persuaded 
Warner Brothers to hire him as a script- 
writer for Rin Tin Tin, the dog star. Seven 
years later he was making $5,000 a week 
as studio production chief. 

In 1933, however, he walked out of 
Warners because the top brass promised to 
restore a 50 per cent cut to studio employes, 
then didn’t do it. This move won him wide 
respect. When 20th Century-Fox was 
formed, he became its production head. 


A New Venture 


Zanuck soon made the studio a leader. 
He has the rare faculty of reading a script 
and being able quickly to spot its weak 
nesses and recommend improvements. He 
also is a man of courage and action. When 
Hollywood was foundering in 1953 as a 
result of television inroads, Zanuck insisted 
upon introducing Cinemascope and the 
wide screen, a process which gave the in- 
dustry a needed shot-in-the-arm. 

“Right now,” he says, “I'm happier than 
I've been in several years. It's a pleasure to 
produce only those films you want to pro- 
duce, do what you feel like, have a little 
time for your grandchildren.” 

Always a devoted family man, Zanuck is 
the father of three children by the former 
Virginia Fox, an actress he married in 
1924. All own stock in aad s independ. 
ent production compan 

“After making a fortune for 20th Cen 
tury-Fox,” one of them told me, “the very 
least he can do is the same for himself.” @

White House 
is calling! 


The President's switchboard is one of the busiest 
spots in America. This article lets you listen in

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
A White House telephone operator an- 
swered an incoming call hete the other 
day. “This is General MacArthur,” a 
high, thin voice said. “I wanta talk to 
the President.” The operator, smiling 
to herself, replied pleasantly: “May I 
speak to your mother, please?” With a 
child’s giggle, the caller banged down 
the phone. 

“Judging from his voice,” the oper- 
ator recalls, “I'd say this ‘general’ was 
about 10 years old and quite likely he 
made the call on a dare. We are apt to 
get a run of suth calls on rainy Satur- 
day afternoons when youngsters are 
restless and looking for excitement.

They always hang up when we ask to 
speak to their mothers.” 

The big White House switchboard 
handles about 9,500 in and out calls on 
an average working day. During polliti- 
¢al campaigns, the number jumps to 
13,000 a day. Eleven carefully selected 
girls, headed by Chief Operator Grace 
E. Earle, staff the six-position board 
from 8 a.m. to midnight. Then a man 
takes over till morning. 

Though the operators live in con- 
stant fear of pulling a boner ( What if 
the caller had really been General Mac- 
Arthur?), President Eisenhower gets 
about the best telephone service in the 
world. When he lifts the receiver off 


. 

his office phone with its gold-plated 
dial — or the all-black one at his bed- 
side — a red light flashes above exten- 
sion 32 on the White House switch- 
board. Instantly an operator responds. 

Ike may be calling State Sec. John 
Foster Dulles in London or the First 
Lady in their living quarters upstairs, 
but his call gets the highest priority. If 
am overseas connection is involved, op- 
erators throughout the world “push” 
his call ahead of all others. There is 
immense prestige attached to the magic 
words, “The White House is calling.”

Washington welfare board or we suggest 
they write the details to the President. There's 
always the chance the Government can do 
something. On some long-distance calls, 


we've even asked the chief telephone oper-’ 


ator at the. other end to advise the caller 
about local charities.” 

Do threatening calls come in? 

“Yes, every President receives threats by 
phone,” Miss Earle explains. “It's the posi- 
tion, not the man, these people seem to resent. 
We try to switch such calls to the Secret 
Service.” 

The White House has a direct line to the 
offices of all top Government officials, Cab- 
inet members and such key agencies as Cen- 
tral Intelligence. Currently, Adams and 
Hagerty are the board’s two busiest “red 
light” customers. More than 200 calls a day 
may go in and out of their offices. Hagerty’s 
phone ranks with the Presidential press con- 
ference and Hagerty’s daily briefing for re- 
porters as the White House's major contact 
with the world. 


Personal Calis Are Charged 


The White House phone bill for long- 
distance calls runs about $2,000 a month. 
Miss Earle makes a careful check to see that 
personal calls by White House employes are 
charged to the individual. She also keeps a 


special file of all the President's friends and | 


top Government officials, with their business 
and home numbers. It is a constantly grow- 
ing list, because many of the persons the 
President is likely to call have“ unlisted 
numbers. 

The White House operators are chosen 
from other Government agencies after inten- 
sive screening for security. As the elite among 
those who handle Government switchboards, 
they receive above-average pay. They are not 
permitted to smoke on the job, but they have 
rest periods when they can leave the board 
for a smoke. New girls start by taking only 
incoming calls. They are instructed to keep 


their voices low and well modulated. During 
PARADE's interviews, hundreds of calls were 
being handled only a few feet away, yet the 
room was totally quiet. 

The board was operated by men until 
1933. In that year, it had only two chairs 
instead of the present six. Louise (Hackie ) 
Hachmeister was the chief operator from 
1933 to 1953. She recalls January 20, 1953, 
the last day Harry S. Truman was President. 
He came into the switchboard room to say 
“Thank you, ladies.” 


New Girl in a Jam 


- The worst day for Hackie — as for many 
Americans — was Pearl Harbor Sunday, 
when the Japanese attack plunged the nation 
into World War II. She says,.“On Sunday, 
December 7, 1941, we had a new girl, Jessie 
Gill, on duty. It was her first Sunday. She 
was alone. Shortly after noon, the whole 
board started lighting up. She phoned me 


’ and I rushed to the White House. 


“The President told me to summon all the 
Cabinet members for a meeting at 8 that 
evening. What a job! I located Mr. Morgen-

You've heard of judo and jujitsu. Now 
here’s something even more deadly... — 


KARATE! 


by TED IRWIN 


WHITE PLAINS, N.Y. 
What you see on these pages is not judo or 
jujitsu. It is Karate (pronounced Kah-rah-tay ), 
an Oriental art of self-defense that enables an 
expert to kill a charging bull with a few well- 
placed strokes of his bare hands. (The U.S. 
Government considers Karate so dangerous it re- 
quires all practitioners to register their hands at 
the Pentagon as deadly weapons.) The only 
civilian teacher of Karate in this country is Tony 
Amato, 24, a former Air Force judo expert who 
now teaches it one day a week at the Institute 
for Physical Fitness here. At left you see him 
using a Karate-trained hand to split a brick. 

Amato’s pupils are law-enforcement officers 
only; no others need apply. “One thing I em- 
phasize,” he says, “is that you can’t learn Karate 
in a day. You've got to spend long, hard months 
practicing, toughening your hands, before you 
can attempt stunts like splitting a brick. Try 
doing it before you're ready and you'll almost 
certainly break your hand.” 

Legally you can use Karate only as a means 
of self-defense, Amato adds. Use it otherwise 
and you're liable to criminal prosecution. 

Karate is much rougher and tougher than 
judo or jujitsu, though it uses some of the tech- 
niques of those sciences. In training, for ex- 
ample, Japanese Karateists start by hardening 
their hands, elbows and feet; they pound*them

for hours on end into rice sacks, then matted © 


poles and finally bricks. Here, Amato uses medi- 
cine balls and continues till the students’ 
knuckles and feet are almost as hard as stone. 

But just as important as strong hands and feet 
are stance and breathing. In one typical stance, 
the Karateist flexes his knees slightly and keeps 
his back board-stiff. His right fist is held close 
to his side, his left hand open and outstretched. 
As he delivers a blow, he never leans forward, 
never gets off balance. 

To build up energy behind the blow, proper 
breathing is essential. As the Karateist lashes 
out with his hands or feet, he grunts, groans, 
even screams. This, says Amato, relaxes the bedy 


. and supplies maximum cracking power. 


Like a Whip 

The blow itself is the opposite of a boxing 
punch. Instead of follewing through with the 
punch as a boxer would, the Karateist pulls 
back on the moment of impact, just as if he 
were lashing out with a bullwhip. 

“This whipping technique,” says Amato, “can 
shock an assailant, knocking the wind out of 
him, and yet not kill him.” 

In disarming a man with a gun, the Karateist 
first tries to distract him. The moment the man 
blinks, the Karate expert executes a fast pivot, 
pushing the weapon to one side; in the same 


Then she pivots inside (right) and flicks her elbow into 
his throot.

instant he whips a Karate kick to the solar plexis. 


Then he yanks the gun away with a Karate yank - 


that can snap the trigger-finger out of joint. 

To keep from killing an opponent, Amato 
stops his fist in a “half-hit.” He also recommends 
to law-enforcers that they aim for the abdomen 
rather than the head, thus disabling the oppo- 
nent instead of killing him. 


Karate for Cops 


Karate, which originated in China some 
5,000 years ago, first came to the U.S. during 
the Korean War. It was Amato who imported it. 
A judo expert, he'd been sent to Japan to learn 
Karate, then teach it to pilots in case they were 
attacked by natives after being downed. Return- 
ing to the U.S., he began teaching it to airmen 
at U.S. bases. 

Now a marketing student at New York Uni- 
versity, Amato is using Karate (and the sale of 
encyclopedias ) to pay his way through college. 
He's also on a one-man crusade to persuade 
police departments to learn Karate. At present 
some 15 police chiefs are considering sending 
men to him. 

‘Suppose Amato were attacked some night on 
his way home? “If it were one man, I'd use judo 
on him,” he says. “But if two or three jumped 
me, I'd give them the Karate treatment. I think,” 
he adds, “it would discourage them.” .
